 The board met to consider a recount request that has been filed by Republican 
Candidate for Mahaska County Supervisor Paul DeGeest pertaining to the Primary 
Election held on June 5, 2018.  At the canvass of the election, held on June 11, 2018, it 
was determined that Candidate DeGeest received sufficient write-in votes for Democratic 
nominee in the Mahaska County Supervisors race.  Candidate DeGeest has filed an 
affidavit to accept the Democratic nomination to be on the ballot for the General Election 
to be held November 6, 2018.  Therefore, the recount request is considered to be 
withdrawn.  No action taken.
